Toney Roble, who sells soft drinks, 
drank some beverages, and in addi­ 
tion to not paying for them said that) 
unless the proprietor gave them $15 
they would file information charging 
him with running a blind pig. 
There are two stories regarding 
Mr. Roble's actions. 
One is that he 
gave the men the $15 and the other 
Is that he refused to do so. 
At any 
rate the two men left the place and 
went to the livery stable of Sheridan 
Ai Shook. 
There they engaged 
a 
j team, and it is alleged that they re- 
: fused to pay for It.

A quarrel ensued aud Bennett and 
his companion allege that one of the 
men at the barn struck Bennett over 
the head with a beer bottle. 
The two men, according to 
the 
story, opened fire. 
Chet Parris, one 
i of the men at the barn. Hunted up 
the marshal and was deputized and 
he and four or five citizens started 
in pursuit of Bennett and his com­ 
panion, who had started to drive out 
into the country. 
The citizens and 
the two men met near the elevator 
and a pitched battle took place. How 
many shots were fired is not known, 
but the firing was brisk and in the 
skirmish Bennett was wounded, prob­ 
ably mortally. 
Sheriff Lee was tele­ 
phoned for about midnight Saturday 
evening and he sent Deputy Sheriff 
Wallace George to the scene. George 
arrested Bennett aud his companion 
and they were brought to Minot at 
noon Sunday.
